1977 Illustrierte Apotheker-Kalender 


PHARMACY IN HIsTorY has received a pre-publication description of 
the Illustrierte Apotheker-Kalender for 1977. The calendar will have 
a more international flavor than usual. The sources of the 36 illustra- 
tions include Japan (a woodcut of a drug peddler), Holland (an 
Amsterdam pharmacy), Latvia (a Reiseapotheke), Austria (a newly- 
found picture of Christ as pharmacist), France (a previously unnoticed 
engraving of a pharmacy laboratory ca. 1700), Poland (a portrait of 
Lukasiewicz), and Italy (an albarello in the Naples Museum). Al- 
together over a third of the illustrations are from outside of Germany. 
Two especially interesting features will be a picture of a complete 
mummy from the Ratsapotheke in Liibeck and a picture of a unique 
paper découpage of a pharmacy laboratory ca. 1820. The customary 
interesting variety of illustrations will be found again, and as usual, 
each illustration will be accompanied by an authoritative historical 
vignette by Dr. Wolfgang-Hagen Hein. The Kalender may be ordered 
from the Deutscher Apotheker-Verlag, Postfach 40, 7 Stuttgart 1, 
Federal Republic of Germany. Its price has not yet been established 
but is likely to be in the neighborhood of DM 15-.—D. L. C. 
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
